Senator Brady’s war-dog bill in the 
senate, hundred of fanciers through­ 
out the country wired offers of war 
dogs. 
Most of 
them are 
German 
Shepherds. 
Pending passage of the Brady war- 
dog bill, Secretary Baker tentative­ 
ly is accepting the Sports and Spots 
and Gyps and Fid os in the name of 
the American Red Cross. 
Most of the army 
of 
American 
war dogs 
wrill be trained 
and sent 
abroad as parts of lied Cross units, 
under Brady’« 
“ selective 
service’’ 
bill, which will provide dog mobiliza­ 
tion and 
training 
camps. 
Nearly 
every offer of dogs received by Baker 
.stipulates that the 
fanciers 
them­ 
selves will train the canines accord­ 
ing to war-dog training regulations. 
Freeman Ford of Pasadena, Cal., 
already has trained seven of 
his 
famous dogs and sent them to France 
with American Red Cross units. At 
several places throughout the coun­ 
try war dogs aro being trained 
for 
Uncle Sam. 
Probably 
the biggest 
dog camp thus far established is at 
Allentown, Pa. 
This formerly was a 
training camp for police dogs. These 
dogs are being 
trained differently 
than were the 
iirst European 
war 
dogs. 
“ They used to be taught to bark 
when they found a wounded man,” 
said Miss Anne H. Tracy today, “or 
to bring back a bit 
of the 
man's 
clothing to the stretcher-bearers. But 
barking directs the enemy’s tire and 
the dogs often tore at bandages on 
wounded men’s arms and legs. 
We 
are training our dogs merely to re­ 
tu rn to the 
stretcher-bearers 
and 
lead them to the wounded.”

New York, Aug.

army medical examiners left for t h e 1 
French front today to examine the 
1.100 Americans in the forty-five sec­
